Coutrakon said that a pre- 
liminary investigation of facts 
submitted to him by the Post-Dis- 
patch “raises grave doubts in my 
mind that Russell Parker ever ex- 
isted.” 
Admits Cashing Checks. 


Gibbs admitted to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he had cashed 
all of Parker’s payroll checks but 
explained that this was done to 
reimburse him for money he had 
advanced to Parker to buy a $600 | 
automobile. 

After he would cash the checks | 
he would take out, in small pay- 
ments, the money due him on the 
loan and give the balance to 
Parker, he said. 

The veteran Democratic legis- 
lator, who has. served Adams, 
Pike, Scott and Calhoun counties 
since 1936, said Parker had done 
some electioneering work for 
him in a campaign and as a re- 
ward he had obtained a state job 
for Parker. 

Gibbs said that he knew noth- 
ing about Parker’s family. He 
said Parker formerly lived at an 
address in Quincy but a check 
there failed to reveal that a man 
by that name had ever lived in 
that area. 

Gibbs said Parker joined the 
Army or the Navy about two 
years ago after being cut off the 
state payroll when there was a 
purge of state employes who 
loaded down the state workers 
lists under the administration of 
former Gov. Dwight H. Green. 
The purge preceded by a few 
weeks the inauguration of Gov. 
Adlia E. Stevenson, 

Parker, Gibbs explained, had 
written him several times since 
‘joining the armed forces but he 
had misplaced the letters. 


G.O.P. Exposes Situation. 


Last week the Adams County 
“Republican Central Committee 
exploded a political bomb in 
Quincy when members circulated 
handbills carrying an “open let- 
ter” addressed to Gibbs. The 
“open letter” was signed by 
Claude Kent, chairman of the 
committee and an Adams County 
deputy sheriff, and Earnest Koch, 
committee secretary. 

The letter bears a reproduction 
of both sides of an Illinois State 
Highway Department check, made 
out to “Russell Parker” and in- 
dorsed by Representative Gibbs.

In other words, if 340,000 votes 
are cast in the city and county, 
as most officials now predict, only 
43 per cent of the 790,000 po- 
tential voters here will have par- 
ticipated in the election. 

The campaigns getting under- 
way to overcome apathy even 


among registered voters involve 
considerable detailed organiza- 


tional planning and work. There 
are the tedious house-to-house 
Precinct registration 
lists must be checked and re- 
checked against workers’ reports 
on home visits with the voters. 
Volunteers must be found and 
arrangements made to provide 
baby-sitters or furnish transpor- 
tation to the polls for voters who 
can not, or would not, go to the 
polls unless some special service 
is made available to them. This 
applies even when the precinct 
polling place is only a few blocks 
away from the home. 


Persons directing this work 
contend experience has shown 
that persistent, polite prodding 
of the electorate is required to 
get out an even fairly good 
vote. It is the inviolable rule 
of political ward and precinct 
workers not to “get rough” with 
the people whose support they 
seek, but many express the 
feeling that “it’s a sad com- 
mentary on our democracy 
when we have to struggle, beg 
and plead with people to get 
them to vote.” 


Or, as one of the leaders 
pointed out: “If our people 
lived in Russia they’d have 
mighty few opportunities to 
vote, and when they did, they 
would be forced te vote and 
told how te vote.” 


Howard W. Frick, chairman 
of the Seventeenth Ward Dem- 
ocratic Club, had his own idea 
how Joseph Stalin would react 
to non-voting St. -Louisans.

Two holdups were committed 
last night by a robber who tried 
to mask his face with a handker- 
chief. He got a total of $195. 

Dr. Park J. White and Dr. 
George Sato were accosted in 
their office at 337 North Euclid 
avenue by a man armed with a 
nickel-plated revolver. Dr. White 
attempted to knock the weapon 
out of the robber’s hand with his 
elbow, and was warned, “Don’t 
try that again!” 

The robber forced the physi- 
cians to lie on the floor while he 
went through their pockets. He 
took $20 from Dr. White, $10 
from Dr. Sato and $10 from a 
cash box. A woman who brought 
her baby in for treatment was or- 
dered to take the child into a rear 
room. 

The robber directed the physi- 
cians to remain on the floor for 
five minutes. Then he belatedly 
held a handkerchief over the low- 
er half of his face and fled. 

An hour and one-half later, a 
man believed to be the same rob- 
ber interrupted a dinner at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph E.

HOPE FOR DEFINITE 


IN TRUMAN SPEECH 


President to Make His 
Only Political Address 
of Campaign at Rally 
in Convention Hall Sat- 
urday Night. 


President Truman’s visit to St. 
Louis Saturday for a major po- 
litical speech to the nation from 
the Kiel Auditorium convention 
hall will highlight the closing 
week of the general election cam- 
paign. 

Appearing at a Democratic rally, 
the President will speak for 20 or 
30 minutes in behalf of the na- 
tional campaign for Democratic 
congressional candidates. His talk, 
which White House sources said 
would be his only political speech 
of the campaign, will be heard 
over the four major nation-wide 
radio networks. 


Although the speech will be na- 
tional in scope, local and state 
Democratic leaders are elated that 
Truman selected St. Louis and 
his home state as the scene for 
his sole campaign appearance. 
They feel the Democratic ticket 
in Missouri, including candidates 
for local offices, will benefit from 
the prestige of the presidential 
visit. 

It will be the President’s sec- 
ond visit to St. Louis within a 
month. He was here Oct. 11 and 
12 to witness the installation of 
his sister, Miss Mary Jane Tru- 
man of Grandview, Mo., as worthy 
matron of the Eastern Star, be- 
fore proceeding on to his Wake 
Island conference with Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. 


Hennings Supporters Hopeful. 


Truman is expected, of course, 
to put in some good words for the 
head of the ticket, Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., Democratic nominee 
for United States Senator. The 
Hennings supporters are hoping 
for a clear-cut personal indorse- 
ment from the President, who had 
entered his own candidate in the 
primary against Hennings. 

Hennings, who will share the 
platform with the President at 
the rally, was notified Friday by 
the White House that Truman 
would see him here Saturday, 
presumably before the big polit- 
ical meeting gets under way at 
7:30 p.m. 

It was reported that State Sen- 
ator Emery W. Allison of Rolla, 
who was Truman’s choice for the 
Democratic senatorial nomination, 
will be asked to serve as chair- 
man at the rally to demonstrate 
Democratic party unity in the 
state. 


Parade Plans Changed. 


The Hennings campaign group 
has altered its plans for a day- 
long series of automobile parades 
and meetings in St. Louis county 
Saturday because of the Presi- 
dent’s visit. 

Thomas Quigley, who is direct- 
ing Hennings’ campaign plans 
here, said the senatorial candi- 
date and his group will go to 
Lambert-St. Louis Field to wel- 
come Truman when the President 
arrives by plane from Washington 
early in the afternoon. 

Arrangements for the Kiel 
Auditorium gathering will be 
made tomorrow at a meeting of 
the Democratic City Committee. 
The planners are hoping to whip 
up a huge, noisy demonstration 
for the President, to exceed the 
political meeting in the conven- 
tion hall at which Truman wound 
up his 1948 campaign for the 
presidency.

Atlantic Defense Min- 
isters Recess Until To. 
morrow— Ike’ Talks to 
Truman,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28—Selec- 
tion of Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower as supreme commander of 
the unified forces of the Western 
European area appeared to be 
sure tonight as the North Aftlan- 
tic defense ministers recessed 
until Monday after completing 
most of the non-controversial 
items of their agenda. 


All that the severely non-com- 
mittal communique revealed after 
the eight-hour meeting broke up 
at 6 o'clock this evening, was that 
pleted ._“the first half of its 
agenda.” 

Earlier information indicated 
that the committee would ask the 
United States to name a supreme 
commander and set up a Supreme 
Headquarters, Atlantic Powers in 
Europe (SHAPE) with an inter- 
national general staff, 

In anticipation of the defense 
committee’s decision, Gen. Elsen- 
hower assured President Truman 
today that he was ready for mili- 
tary duty when, as and if called 
on. Gen. Eisenhower had already 
been approached informally on 
the matter, and there was every 
indication that his selection would 
receive the unanimous approval 
of the orty Atlantic allies. 

Marshall Urges Speed. 

As the World War II command- 
er of Allied forces in Europe pre- 
pared to go back into uniform, 
Gen. George C. Marshall, now in 
the civilian quality of Defense 
Secretary, urged his fellow de- 
fense ministers to come to fast 
decisions, explain them to their 
voters, and then get down to 
translating them into military 
terms and close the Western de- 
fense gap. 

The defense ministers opened 
their conference this morning at 
the inter-departmental auditorium 
under strong police and Army 
guards to deal with the recom- 
mendations passed up to them by 
the professional service officers 
of the military committee. 

These included establishment 
of SHAPE, with a supreme com- 
mander ahd international general 
staff; the nature and size of 
forces to be contributed by each 
nation for defense of the North 
Atlantic territories; elimination 
of overlapping existing mutual 
defense organizations, and strong- 
er representation for the smaller 
nations on the Big Three stand- 
ing group. 

Follows Recommendations. 


By and large, the committee 
followed the lines of the recom- 
mendations worked out by the 
military committee which fin- 
ished its deliberations last Thurs- 
day. 

In addition it had to. deal with 
the difficult problem created by 
the French reluctance to go along 
with the American plan for in- 
clusion of German divisions in 
the integrated Western forces. 
France’s alternative plan calls for 
incorporation of Germans in the 
smallest possible units and only 
after a certain measure of West- 
ern European political unity has 
been achieved. 

(The Associated Press said the 
question of a supreme commander 
fer a combined European defense 
force was not considered today. 
The A.P. said the ministers took 
up the controversial question of 
German rearmament but reached 
no conclusions.) 

In welcoming the defense min- 
isters, Gen. Marshall urged speed 
in closing the gap in Western de- 
fenses. 

May Net Have Enough. 


“The actual collective forces of 
the North Atlantic states may not 
be enough to deter aggression in 
our North Atlantic area, and defi- 
nitely are not enough resist at- 
tack without serious and critical 
initial losses,” he said. “That gap 
in military strength we must now 
close as quickly as possible. Out

PAPER IN TRUMAN’S 
HOME TOWN BACKS 
SENATOR DONNELL 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Oct. 28 
(INS)—President Truman’s home- 
town newspaper, the Independence 
Examiner, an independent Demo- 
cratic daily, has come out for the 
re-election of Republican Senator 
Forrest C. Donnell of Missouri. 

The paper is published by Col. 
William Southern Jr., an old 
friend of President Truman, and 
Frank W. Rucker, who signed the 
editorial indorsing Senator Don- 
nell. 

The editorial said in part: “Pa- 
triotism has a stronger alliance 
with Senator Donnell than poli- 
tics. It should have the same 
stronger alliance with voters in 
the coming election.” 

Col. Southern's column also 
carried an imdorsement of the 
Republican senator. He wrote that 
he differed with the Democratic 
candidate, Tom Hennings, over 
the Taft-Hartley law which Hen- 
nings opposes. 


U.S. CARRIER PLANE 
BUILT TO DELIVER 
A~BOMBS CRASHES 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP) 
—The Navy disclosed today that 
one of its latest planes, which is 
capable of delivering an atomic 
bomb, crashed into the sea yes- 
terday during a takeoff from the 
earrier Franklin D. Roosevelt 
off Guantanamo, Cuba. 

One of the plane’s three-man 
crew is listed as missing and one 
as “missing or dead.” A third 
was rescued and suffered only 
minor injuries, the Navy said. 

The plane was a North Amer- 
ican AJ-1 attack bomber. 

Cause of the crash was given 
as engine failure or “loss of 
boost” or both. The “boost” is 
extra power supplied on takeoff 
by a jet engine in the rear of the 
plane’s fuselage. The AJ-1 is 
powered by two piston engines 
under its wings. 

Earlier this week the Navy an- 
nounced that planes of the type 
had just completed trial landings 
aboard the Coral Sea. They are 
the heaviest ever to land on a 
carrier. An unloaded AJ-1 
weighs in excess of 17 tons. 


107 REDS ORDERED 10 KILL 
U.N. LEADERS ARE CAPTURED 


WITH UNITED STATES 
FIRST CORPS KOREA, Sun- 
day, Oct. 29 (AP)—A First Corps 
spokesman said today 107 Com- 
munists under orders to assassi- 
nate major United Nations lead- 
ers In the Seoul area have been 
captured. 

The First Cavalry Division 
rounded up the Communists in a 
sweep of Chinnampo. Chinnampo, 
port for the fallen North Korean 
capital of Pyongyang, is 27 air 
miles northwest of Seoul. 

The American troopers acted 
after being informed of assassina- 
tion assignments for Reds left be- 
hind in the port city, the spokes- 
man said.

TOKYO, Sunday, Oct. 29 (UP) 
—The' United States Seventh In- 
fantry’ Division swarmed ashore 
in a new amphibious landing to- 
day on the Korean east coast 
within 75 miles of the Manchur- 
ian border. 

The Seventh Division, which 
landed last month at Inchon and 
fought into the southern section 
of Seoul, landed today at Iwon, 
100 air miles and 176 road miles 
northeast of Wosan where the 
United States First Marine Di- 
vision landed last Thursday.

Found No Mines. 

With attached forces, the Sey- 
enth Division now numbers 27.- 
000 men. First to land were troops 
of the Seventh :Regimental Com- 
bat Team, who streamed ashore 
from 50 Navy amphibious vessels. 

Navy searchers found no mines 
in the waters off Iwon, the only 
unmined port found so far in the 
wake of the retreating North Ko- 
rean C unists.

The South Korean Third Divi- 
sion. strikine ir'--° to the north- 
west from the coast, last was re- 
ported closing in on the big Cho- 
sin and Fusen reservoirs about 75 
miles west of Iwon. 


Landing Plans Switched. 

Gen. Barr said that his dfvision 
had been scheduled to land at 
Wonsan but it was decided it 
would save time if the Seventh 
put ashore at Iwon. The landing 
at Wonsan was delayed for six 
days because of intensive mine 
fields in the harbor. 

On the west coast, meanwhile, 
troops of the United States Twen- 
ty-fourth Division drove within 
44 miles of the Manchurian hor- 
der in a combined American- 
British-Australian drive toward 
the new North Korean Commun- 
ist capital of Sinuiju at the 
mouth of the Yalu river. 

The Americans drove through 
600 North Koreans trying to hold 
two road blocks on the route into 
Taechon, 42 miles south of the 
border, and stopped last night 
just two miles south of the town. 
They estimated they killed 300 to 
400 of the Reds holding the road 
blocks. 

Units of the South Korean Sev- 
enth Division joined the drive on 
Taechon, halting for the night a 
few miles to the east of the city. 

British Near Chongju. 

On the left flank near the coast 
the British Commonwealth Twen- 
ty-seventh Brigade drove within 
four miles of Chongju Sunday 
morning. Chongju is 20 miles 
southwest of Taechoh and 60 
miles southeast of the mouth of 
the Yalu river. 

Far to the south, Marines of 
the First Division attacking to 
reopen the east coast supply road, 
which had been cut by Commu- 
nist guerrillas, were caught in an 
ambush near the town of Kojo. 

Two forces totaling nearly 250 
men were cut off by the Commu- 
nists who had been by-passed 65

Truman Cites Corruption, 
Inefficiency Found by//* 


Survey — Acceptance 
of Five-Year Program 


Appears Likely.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
The United States today offered 
$250,000,000 to help the Philip- 
pines over an economic crisis if 
sweeping reforms are made by 
the American-sponsored Far East 


republic. 
President Truman extended the 
conditional offer in submitting to 


Philippine President Elpidio Qui- 


rino the findings of an official 
mission of American experts who 
made a two-month on-the-spot 
survey of Philippine postwar dif- 
ficulties. 

The group, headed by former 
Treasury Under Secretary Daniel 
W. Bell, bluntly blamed Filippinos 
themselves for most of their 
troubles. 

Inefficiency and even corrup- 
tion are rife in the Government, 
it said; there is too big a spread 
between income and outgo; land 
‘reforms and other measures are 
needed. 

Under U.S. Supervision. 

A $250,000,000, five-year pro- 
gram of United States assistance 
was proposed, to be carried out 
under the tight supervision of an 
American technical mission. 

Immediate reaction in Manila 
and Washington suggested that 
the offer would be accepted. Pres- 
ident Quirino termed the Bell re- 
port “a highly constructive state- 
ment of conditions prevailing in 
the Philippines,” He already had 
asked for the dispatch of the ad- 
visory mission recommended in 
the ‘report. Bell said he under- 
_ gtood a special session of the 
Philippine Congress will be called 
soon to raise taxes as a first step. 

Truman told Quirino in a letter 
there must be a definite under- 
standing on the reform measures 
to be carried out before he asks 
the United .States Congress to 
sanction the aid enterprise. 

In submitting the recommenda- 
tions to the Philippine President 
at’ Manila, through Ambassador 
Myron Cowen, Truman said that 
“the economic well-being of the 
Philippines is of great importance 
to the American people.” 

Mission Cites Failures. 

Bell and his experts, who spent 
._ July and August in the. islands, 
made the survey at the request 
of Quirino. Their report, a docu- 
ment of 53,000 words, said the 
Philippine Government has failed 
to deal effectively with its post- 
war problems and has to take 
stern measures quickly to lessen 
deficit spending. Present Govern- 
ment revenue is only 60 per cent 
of expenditures, it was noted. 

Reporting that “inefficiency and 
even corruption in the Govern- 
ment service are widespread,” 
the group called for a thorough- 
going house cleaning along with 
taxation reform, new land laws, 
minimum wages of $1 or $1.25 a 
day in farm areas and higher in 
Manila, and encouragement for 
private enterprise. 

Little Help to Economy. 

The report said much of the 
two billion dollars spent by the 
United States in the Philippines 
since the war was in payments to 
individuals for services rendered 
to the United States. It said these 
funds did not provide much help 
to the Filipino economy. 

In the 
United States surplus property in 
the islands, it said, “large blocks 
were purchased by private buyers 
at bargain prices and exported 
from the Philippines to other 
countries at an enormous profit.” 

In Manila, Quirino said the sur- 
vey's criticisms were made “in the 
best faith and with a desire to be 
helpful to us.” He expressed hope 
of an early agreement.

"You Can Live Through 
A Raid,’ Government 
Says and Gives Six 
Primary Rules.

fication, “You can live through 
an atom bomb raid and you 
won't have to have a geiger count- 
er, protective clothing or special 
training to do it.” 

The secrets of survival, says a 
32-page booklet made public by 
the Civil Defense Office of. the 
National Security Resources 
Board, are based on knowledge of 
the bomb’s dangers and of the 
measures necessary for escape. 

The booklet, first of a series 
of official Civil Defense pamph- 
lets for use by the general public, 
gives this advice: 

1. Try to get shielded. If you 
have time, get down in a base- 
ment or subway. Should you 
unexpectedly be caught out of 
doors, seek shelter alongside a 
building, or jump in any handy 
ditch or gutter. 

2. Drop flat on the ground or 
floor. To keep from being 
tossed about and to lessen the 
chances of being struck by fall- 
ing and flying objects, flatten 
out at the base of a wall or at 
the bottom of a bank. 

3. Bury your face in your 
arms. When you drop flat, hide 
your eyes in the crook of your 
elbow. That will protect your 
face from flash burns, prevent 
temporary blindness and keep 
flying objects out of your eyes. 

4. Don’t rush outside right 
after a bombing. After an air 
burst, wait a few minutes, then 
go help to fight fires. 

5. Don’t take chances with 
food or water in open con- 
tainers. Select your food and 
water with care to prevent 
radioactivity poisoning or dis- 
ease. When there is reason to 
believe food and water may be 
contaminated, stick to canned 
and bottled things if possible. 

6. Don’t start rumors. In the 
confusion that follows a bomb- 
ing, a single rumor might touch 
off a panic that could cost your 
life. 

“Keys to Household Safety.” 

Also listed are the following 
“five keys to household safety:” 

1. Strive for “fireproof house- 
keeping.” When an alert sounds, 
do all you can to eliminate 
sparks by shutting off the oil 
burner and covering all open 
flames. 

2. Know your own home. 
Know which is the safest part 
of your cellar, learn how to 
turn off your oil burner and 
what to do about utilities. 

3. Have emergency equip- 
ment and supplies handy. Al- 
ways have a good flashlight, a 
radio, first-aid equipment and 
a supply of canned goods in

“Atomic weapons will*not de- 
stroy the earth. Doubling bomb 
power does not double destruc- 
tion.

A military spokesman 
carrier had 40 United States Navy 
Helicat fighter planes aboard, 
along with replacement parts and 
munitions. 

The Dixmude was the fifth ship 
to reach Indochina carrying 
American military aid. It loaded 
at San Francisco. American of- 
ficials said aid shipment will be 
arriving on regular schedule from 
now on and at a quickened tempo. 
French reverses along the north 
Indochina frontier have resulted 
in an acceleration of the Amer- 
ican aid program. 

It is expected that the critically- 
needed fighter planes will be 
rushed into stepped-up air op- 
erations against the Vietminh, 
The French are placing increased 
reliance upon their small air 
force since suffering defeats along 
the frontier. 

The air force which the French 
is employing in Indochina at pres- 
ent is com of outmoded 
planes. Fewer than 100 King 
Cobra fighter planes and some 
old, three-engine Junker trans- 
ports improvised as bombers 'com- 
prise the entire combat force. 
Meanwhile, the Vietminh forces 
were officially reported to be 
closing in‘on Laokay, the isolated 
French bastion, which guards In- 
dochina’s northwest frontier. 

A military spokesma’ said the 
attacking forces of rebel Chief Ho 
Chi Minh are coming into con- 
tact with Fort Hennequin on the 
east bank of the Red river, two 
miles from Laokay’s eastern ram- 
parts. 

The French garrison is with- 
drawing from Banthiet, six miles 
northeast of Laokay, the spokes- 
man said.

It said one service credit will 
be given an enlisted reservist for 
each year of his age over 20, one 
for each year of reserve service, 
two tor each combat award he has 
received, four for each year of 
active federal service, four for 
each year of overseas service and 
eight for each dependent.

The reservist will receive credit 
for less than a year of active 
federal service, or overseas serv- 
ice. If he has had three months 
or a major fraction of that time 
in active federal service, he will 
receive one credit. One credit 
also will be granted for each 
three months or a major fraction 
of that time spent in overseas 
service. 


. In determining which enlisted 
reservists will be ordered over- 
seas from among the ranks of 
those on active duty, the Army 
said it will choose first those 
with the lowest scores within de- 
sired military occupational spe- 
cialties. Reservists are classified 
according to their special train- 
ing or skills. 


The Army added: 

“If at some future date en- 
listed reservists are again called 
to aetive duty~ as individuals, 
those with the lowest scores will 
be called first.” 


The Army said the same sys- 
tem of scoring credits will be 
used when the time comes for 
relief from active duty, those 
with the highest scores having 
priority. 


It is expected, the Army said, 
that some men with the highest 
service credit, scores will re- 
lieved from active duty within 
the next three months. 


It said the credit scores an- 
nounced for enlisted reservists do 
not apply to enlisted men of the 
National Guard who have been 
ordered into federal service with 
their units. 


In anneuncing that no more 
mandatory calls will be issued 
for enlisted reservists, the Army 
said this was in compliance with 
a recent order of Secretary of De- 
fense Marshall.

Governor .Must Appoint One — Commis- 
‘sion’s Action Sets Precedent Under 
Nonpartisan Plan. 


Gov. Forrest Smith was faced 
with the necessity of appointing 
a St. Louis Republican lawyer to 
the vacant judgeship on the St. 
Louis Court of Appeals yesterday 
when a slate of three St. Louis 
Republicans was submitted to him 
by the State Judicial Commission 
at Jefferson City. 

By requiring the Governor to 
appoint a member of the opposite 
political party to a judicial post 
under the nonpartisan court plan, 
the nominating group broke sharp- 
ly with precedent which has dic- 
tated the inclusion of at least one 
nominee of the same political 
party as that of the appointing 
authority. Heretofore, all appoint- 
ees in the 10-year history of the 
court plan have been members of 
the appointing governor's party. 

Those Nominated. 


Those nominated yesterday for 
the vacancy created by the resig- 
nation of Judge William C. Hughes 
are Walter E. Bennick, a commis- 
sioner of the Court of Appeals 
since 1925; former Circuit Judge 
Fred J. Hoffmeister, and John P. 
McCammon, associate city coun- 
selor of the City of St. Louis. 

Two Democratic Governors, 
Smith and Phil M. Donnelly, 
both made Democratic selections 
for judicial posts, and former 
Gov. Forrest Donnell likewise 
appointed only Republicans. 

Members of the Missouri bar 
had suggested to the Judicial 
Commission that continuation of 
this practice would endanger the 
court plan designed to keep the 
major courts nonpartisan... 

The last time the Judicial Com- 
mission met it selected three 
Democrats for a vacancy on the 
Missouri Supreme Court. That 
led to speculation that three Re- 
publicans would have the next 
turn, 

Bennick Given Award. 

Commissioner Bennick, who 
lives at 6218 Southwood avenue, 
was given the annual award of 
honor of the Lawyers’ Associa- 
tion of St. Louis last March. He 
is serving his seventh four-year 
term as a commissioner. He was- 
admitted to the bar in 1920 after 
service in World War I and is a 
member of Phi Delta Phi, legal 
fraternity.

| Thousands Pouring Into Rome to Hear Pope 


Pius XII Pronounce Bodily Assump- 
tion of Virgin Mary.

VATICAN CITY, Oct. 28 (AP)— 
Thousazds of pilgrims are pour- 
ing into Rome for the crowning 
week of this 1950 Holy Year jubi- 
lee. It reaches its climax Wednes- 
day when Pope Pius XII pro- 
claims that the assumption—the 
bodily ascent—of the Virgin Mary 
into Heaven is Roman Catholic 


dogma. . 

This will be a solemn and sig- 
nificant event for the 425,000,000 
persons the church lists as com- 
municants. From the time the 
Pope pronounces the dogma, every 
Catholic must accept it without 
question, under pain of exposing 
himself to the sin of heresy. 

Thousands massed in St. Peter's 
square—perhaps as many as 500,- 
000 Romans and pilgrims—will 
see the Pope as he proclaims the 
dogma. Others will hear the 
proclamation over the most ex- 
tensive radio hookup the Vatican 
ever has used: Hundreds of robed 
dignitaries of the church will take 
part in the ceremony. 

The Dogma Defined. 

Robed in white, and crowned 
with his jewelled miter, the Pope 
will proclaim as solemnly defined 
dogma: “After her death the body 
of the Blessed Virgin, reunited 
with her soul, was miraculously 
taken up into Heaven.” 

In this the church holds that 
Mary, who shared with her son 
His victory over sin, inevitably 
must have shared His victory over 
death. Actually, most Catholics 
have believed this for centuries.

Catholics, the Pope is infallible. 
It was proclaimed as dogma in 
1870 that the Pope, Vicar of 
Christ on earth in the Catholic 
religion, cannot err when he 
speaks “ex cathedra” on matters 
of faith or morals. 
Truth Revealed by God. 

A dogma, says the Church, is a 
truth pertaining to faith or morals, 
revealed by God. transmitted from 
the Apostles through the ‘scrip- 
tures or by oral tradition, and 
proposed to the Church for the 
acceptance of Catholics. 

In 1854 Pope Pius IX pro- 

claimed the dogma of the immacu- 
late conception of the Virgin 
Mary. 
The dogma of the assumption 
will be the first ever proclaimed 
in St. -Peter’s Square. The Pope 
will be seated on a temporary 
throne before the central door of 
the great basilica of St. Peter’s. 
The ceremony is scheduled to be- 
gin at 9 am. (3 a.m. St. Louis 
time 


). 

Arrayed before the Pope will 
be more than 600 archbishops, 
bishops, abbots, superiors of re- 
ligious orders from all parts of 
the world, and nearly all the 53 
cardinals.

Pope Benedict XIV, who reigned 
from 1740 to 1758, declared that 
to ‘deny the assumption of Mary 
would be “impious and blasphem- 
ous.” Since then belief in the 
miracle has been virtually univer- 
sal in the church. j 
No date has been ascribed to 
the miracle, but the Feast of the 
Assumption has been. celebrated 
for centuries on Aug. 15. Refer- 
ences to it are integrated in pray- 
ers which are more than 500 years 
old. Catholic scholars say the as- 
sumption took place between 
three and 15 years after the as- 
cension of ‘Christ into Heaven. 


Most scholars say it happened in 
Jerusalem, but there are some 


who say it was in Ephesus in 
Asia Minor. 

The first petitions for declara- 
tion of the assumption as dogma 
came to Pope Pius IX in 1849, 
from the archbishop af Malines, 
Belgium, and from fhe bishop of 
Osma, Spain. From i849 to 1940, 
the Vatican received 2505 spon- 
taneous petitions from patriarchs, 
archbishops, bishops, heads of re- 
ligious orders and theologians for 
pronouncement of the dogma, ac- 
cording to the Rev. Wilhelm Hent- 
rich, a theologian of the Society 
of Jesus. 

In May 1946, Pope Pius XII 
sent a circular letter to all his 
bishops, asking their opinion. Fath- 
er Hentrich, who was on a special 
committee to examine the re- 
sponses, said only a fraction of 1 
per cent voiced fear the procla- 
mation might sway Protestants 
from joining the Church of*Rome. 

oo ye Father Hent- 
r atican newspaper, 
L’Osservatore Romano, “the best 
qualified judges for this are the 
bishops in that nation which has 
the greatest percentage of protes- 
tants: Thus the episcopate of Eng- 
land and Wales in April 1946— 
before the circular letter of tbe 
Pope—had sent its spontaneous 
and collective request for the 
definition of the dogma whose op- 
portuneness it affirmed by 100 
per cent.”

Thus the first number 
drawn by Stimson — 158 — 
pointed the finger of the draft 
at each man across the coun- 
try whose name carried that 
serial number posted opposite 
his name at his local board.

Power Balance Shifts Toward U.S. 


Communists Miscalculated — Free Nations Have Reacted by 
Giving Battle, Preparing for Fights Ahead— May Take, 
Two or Three Years to Achieve Military Parity, but We 
Are on the Move— Doubt Soviets Want. All-Out War.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28. 


HE world balance of power is changing slowly but surely in favor of the 


United States and its friends and allies and against the Soviets. 


The free 


nations are gaining in military strength, in political effectiveness and in 
morale, whereas the Communist system is at most holding its own. In political 
effectiveness and moral¢é, the Reds have probably lost strength lately.

In quickly available ground forces, the | Treaty Organization agree on this in prin- 


world balance of power is still heavily against 
the free world. The Soviets could set 175 
to 180 Red Army divisions in motion against 
Western Europe tomorrow, and there would 
be only 12 to 15 divisions to oppose them. 

It will be at least two to three years, 
moreover, before the free world can hope 
to close what Winston Churchill has called 
this “hideous gap” between the West and 
the East—that is, to recruit, equip and 
train Western armies strong enough to 
fend off the Communist forces. 

This interval while the West is rearming 
will, furthermore, be a period of grave peril. 
Short of full mobilization for war, the Com- 
munists can hardly match the free world’s 
planned increases in military strength, be- 
cause the Reds have already armed so heavily 
that further increases would cut heavily into 
their minimum essential peace-time needs. 
But thé Kremlin might conceivably decide 
that it must strike against the free nations 
before they had time to grow any stronger. 
The Soviets might be particularly prone to 
do this if they became convinced that the 
free world intended to attac them as soon 
as it considered itself strong enough. 


Finds a Reasonable Hope 
We Can Avoid Catastrophe. 


‘The Western world is at least moving in 
the right direction, however, even if slowly 
and late, and there is a reasonable hope that 
it will be able to move far enough and fast 
enough. to avert a catastrophe. 

The best judgment here is that the So- 
viets probably will not launch an- all-out 
“preventive” war while the free nations are 
still too weak to fight back effectively. 

Almost exactly four months ago the Com- 
munists embarked on the Korean conflict, 
confident that it would prove to be what the 
Germans used to call a “short, frisky, frolic- 
some” war. Seldom, perhaps, has a grosser 
miscalculation been made, and seldom has a 
more appalling disillusionment consequently 
ensued. 

The free nations have not reacted in 
indignity, ignominy, despair and defeat, 
as the Communists anticipated they would. 
They have girded their loins and given 
battle. The free nations are preparing to 
give battle again in future, and on better 
terms, if necessary. So successfully and 
convincingly has the free world done these 
things that men of good will everywhere 
have taken heart, and other men been con- 
founded and, conceivably, deterred from 
acting upon at least some of their designs. 


The efforts of the United States and its 
friends and allies to strengthen themselves 
reached decisive stages of development in 
Washington and at Lake Success this week. 

In Washington, military agencies of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization met to 
work out plans for a fuller mobilization of 
member countries’ armed forces and for the 
forging of these forces into a single bal- 
aticed, co-ordinated striking power. 

At Lake Success, the free world sought to 
strengthen itself politically by enabling the 
United Nations to deal more quickly and 
more drastically with aggression. 

The Military Committee, consisting of high- 
ranking officers of the armed forces of sig- 
natory countries: 

1. Agreed on both emergency and long- 
term plans for dealing with aggression, and 
on the forces which each treaty signatory 
will make available for carrying out these 
plans. 

2. Agreed on the organization of a single, 
integrated supreme command for North 
Atlantic Treaty defense forces, and on the 
authority which the command should wield 
over these forces. 

It is known that the Military Committee 
prepared a blue-print for the integrated com- 
mand which provides for a “Supreme Head- 
quarters-Atlantic Powers-Europe,” to be 
known by the faintly Rabelaisian code-term 


ciple. Most of them do so reluctantly, how- 
ever, and some of them agree only subject 
to conditions, exceptions and reservations on 
‘which further and possibly protracted ne- 
gotiations will be necessary.

Up to then, the question was whether 
Dewey, who said he was being “drafted” for 
a third term, could swing such a large ma- 
jority that he could carry Hanley along with 
him. Local political observers now say that 
this outside chance is gone. 

As is now known, Hanley wrote a letter to 
Representative W. Kingsland Macy, to whom 
he owed money, in which he explained that 
he had agreed to drop his candidacy for the 
gubernatorial nomination and to run instead 
for the Senate because Dewey had made him 
“certain unalterable and unquestionable 
propositions” that would enable him to pay

Weight of Splinter Parties 
Can Determine Close Election. 


New York has four political parties. Be- 
sides the state wide Democratic and Republi- 
can parties, there are the left wing Liberal 
and the American Labor parties, whose major 
strength is in New York City. These splinter 
parties are important because, though small, 
they can add or take away enough weight to 
determine an election. 

Another complicating factor is the election 
of a Mayor on Nov. 7 to succeed Democratic 
William O’Dwyer, who was appointed Ameri- 
can Ambassador to Mexico by President 
Truman when it looked as though a local 
contest in New York City was needed to bring 
out the voters in behalf of the Democratic 
state and congressional candidates. 

Here is the list of candidates and their 
parties, with the incumbents named first: 

For Governor: Dewey; opposed by Rep- 
resentative Walter A. Lynch,'56 years old, 
who has nomination of the Democratic and 
the Liberal parties, and John T. McManus, 
nominee of the Communist-controlled 
American Labor Party. 

For Senator: Lehman, nominee of the 
Democratic and Liberal parties, who is 
opposed by Hanley, and William Edward 
Burghardt Du Bois, 82-year-old Negro edi- 
tor and author, ALP nominee. The aver- 
age age is 76 years. 

For Mayor of New York: Vincent R. 
Impellitteri, 50-year-old lawyer, now acting

The original Tammany choice for Governor 
was State Appeals Justice Albert Conway, 
who withdrew his candidacy for the nomina- 
tion after the Liberal party leaders put their 
thumbs down on him because of his decisions 
in civil rights casés. This veto demonstrated 
the power of the Liberal party. Justice Con- 
way is a Roman Catholic and to take his 
place on the ticket the bosses picked Repre- 
sentative Lynch, also a Roman Catholic. Jus- 
tice Pecora is an Episcopalian. When the 
convention ended, the ticket was “balanced” 
to attract the Catholic, Jewish and Italian 
voters. 
The bosses of the Democratic convention 
were Edward Flynn of -the Bronx, former 
Democratic National Chairman, and the Tam- 
many chieftains. They are primarily con- 
cerned with having their men as Mayor and 
Governor, so they can control the city and 
state governments. There was never any 
question about Lehman’s nomination; Lynch, 
who has served six terms in the House and 
is a member of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, was virtually unknown outside New York 
before his nomination. 

It is generally conceded that he knows lit- 
tle about New York state government, 

Dewey is the boss of the Republican party 
in the state and his ruthless tactics have 
angered Macy, boss of Suffolk county, and 
Gannett of Rochester, a power in New York 
because of his ownership of a chain of influ- 
ential upstate newspapers. Both men are 
rich, conservative, resourceful and resentful. 


Last June Dewey announced that he would 
not be a candidate for re-election. Three 
days later Hanley announced that he would 
be a candidate for the governorship nomina- 
tion. Macy and Gannett are understood to 


campaign. The figure usually mentioned is 
$30,000. If Hanley had been elected, Dewey’s 
control of the party would have passed to 
the Macy-Gannett group. 


It soon developed, however, that Hanley, 
who had reached the lieutenant governorship 
by the seniority route in the state legislature, 
where he had served five years as an Assem- 
blyman and 13 as a state Senator, was not a 
popular candidate. He had become well- 
known upstate as a Chautauqua lecturer, but 
was virtually unknown in New York City. 

After the Communist attack on South 
Korea and the prospect of extensive federal 
controls, Dewey changed his mind about’ re- 
election. The Democratic version is that 
“Wall Street,” as personified by Winthrop W. 
Aldrich of the Chase National Bank, issued 
an ultimatum that Dewey must run again, 
otherwise there would be no big contributions 
for the Republicans.

Dewey Still Is Insisting

As shown by the letter to Macy, Hanley 
did withdraw from the governorship race 
after a conference with Dewey. It is reliably 
reported that he wanted to run again for 
the lieutenant governorship but that Dewey 
insisted that he go for Senator. For the sec- 
ond spot on the state ticket, Dewey selected 
State Comptroller Frank C. Moore, a vote- 
getter. Dewey ran the convention, as usual, 
and his slate, of course, went through. The 
Hanley letter exposed the myth, still repeated

have lent Hanley money for his preconvention 
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Dewey’s help in making Eisenhower the 1952 
Republican presidential nominee. When 
Dewey made the announcement he-knew that 
the Democrats had a copy of the Hanley let- 
ter and probably would make it public in a 
short time. . 


He did not have long to wait. The follow- 
ing day, word got around that the Democratic 
State Committee was about to release copies 
of the letter to the press. Hanley hurriedly 
called a press conferegce and gave out a 
copy, with an explanation that he was a poor 
but honest man who had assumed debts of his 
father and mother for which he was not 
legally responsible. Despite the wording of 
the letter, he denied that there had been a 
deal with Dewe¥ and insisted that he had 
urged Dewey to seek re-election. Dewey 
backed up this story and sought votes in a 
sympathy plea for Hanley. Macy declined to 
comment on how the letter got into the hands 
of the Democrats and Gannett demandéd an 
investigation of the whole affair. 


The letter and the explanations revealed 
Hanley as a 74-year-old man who had lost 
one eye and was worrying about going 
blind; He, whe had boasted of his robust 
physique, was shown up as more interested 
in a pension than in public service. The 
episode gave substantiating evidence to 
the Democratic charge that Dewey had not 
been “drafted” but had engineered his own 
nomination at the expense of a man he had 
previously indorsed for the job. 

Meanwhile, the Democrats had trouble with 
the two splinter parties that could seriously 
affect the November outcome. Their concern 
was for the Lehman candidacy. 


Parties Have Not Forgotten 
Result of ‘Progressive’ Vote. 


None of the parties had forgotten what had 
happened in 1948 when the Wallace-Taylor 
“Progressives,” running with American Labor 
party support, got 509,559 votes and swung 
the state’s 47 electoral votes to the Republi- 
cans. In that contest, Truman and Barkley 
got 2,557,642 Democratic yotes and 222,562 
from the Liberal party. Dewey and Warren, 
on the Republican ticket, got 2,841,163 votes, 
or a plurality of 60,959 votes. Truman un- 
doubtedly would have carried the state if 
Wallace had not been a candidate. 


In the special senatorial election last year 
the ALP put up no candidate against Lehman 
or John Foster Dulles, the Republican candi- 
date.

The result was that 
Lehman beat Dulles by 198,057 votes. He

The British have at last got into the deuce 
of a mess by reason of their stubborn insistence 
on referring to peanuts as “groundnuts.” When 
they grind peanuts, they do not call the result- 
ing mass peanut butter, as Americans do, but 
“ground groundnuts.” When it is realized that 
groundnuts can either be ground or not ground, 
and that other kinds of nuts other than ground- 
nuts can be ground, the ramifications of the 
problem begin to become apparent. The situa- 
tion in a nutshell is that the British have 
ground groundnuts, unground groundnuts, 
ground nuts other than groundhuts, and un- 
ground nuts other than groundnuts. One of the 
horrible consequences is a Government order 
reading: 

“In the nuts (unground) (other than ground- 
nuts) order, the expression ‘nuts’ shall have 
reference to such nuts, other than groundnuts, 
as would, but for this amending order, not 
qualify as nuts (unground) (other than ground- 
nuts) by reason of their being nuts (unground).” 

The English could very easily avoid all this 
kind of pother by simply referring to peanuts 
as peanuts. Peanut butter could then be clearly 
distinguished from peanuts, creamery butter, 
apple butter, honey butter, and other kinds of 
nuts and butters, by explaining that when but- 
ters and nuts other than peanut butter and 
peanuts are referred to, the reference shall be 
to such nuts and butters, other than peanuts 
and peanut butter, as would, otherwise, not 
qualify as peanuts by reason of not being peanut 
butter.

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Judge Hulen Stands Firm 
St. Louisans can be grateful for the Federal 


District Court. They can be equally grateful 
that Judge Rubey M. Hulen heard the bail case 


Agents of the Federal Government, who are 
pushing a deportation case against Mrs. Sentner, 
seized her last Monday at home. They took her 
from two small children and elderly parents, in- 

an invalid mother. They locked her up 
in jail without explanation. They denied her 
bond. When her petition for rélease on a writ 
of habeas corpus came before Judge Hulen, 
they argued to keep her behind bars. 

Judge Hulen cut through the deportation 
facade and tied the instant case to the historic 
reliance of free men—the writ of habeas corpus. 
Pointing out that there were opinions allowing 
the court to grant bail in such proceedings, 
Judge Hulen ordered Mrs. Sentner released on 
$2000 bond. 

That should have been enough for the repre- 
sentatives of the Department of Justice. It was 
not. Assistant United States Attorney Freer 
then asked for an additional $2000 bond. He 
objected to releasing Mrs. Sentner in the habeas 
corpus proceeding on the same bond—$2000 in 
Government securities—which was used in the 
deportation case. 

Judge Hulen sat on that, too. As he said, the 
Government has Mrs. Sentner in custody. ° It 
certainly had no right to hold “both the defend- 
ant and the collateral.” And so he ruled that 
the one $2000 bond was enough. 

So much for the Government’s procedure, 
twice repudiated in one hearing. What about its 
case against Mrs. Sentner? As we. have said, 
the Post-Dispatch does not know what the case 
is and so informed appraisal is not possible. 
But it had better be more of a case than that 
Mrs. Sentner was born in Croatia and so is 
eligible for deportation as a onetime member 
of the Communist party. | 

After all, she came to the United States 36 
years ago at the age of eight. All of her adult 
life and much of her childhood has been spent 
in the United States. For our Government to 
send her to Yugoslavia now would be a ruthless 
stunt such as we abhor in Russia. 


A Fitting Nobel Prize 

The award of the Nobel prize in medicine to 
the developers of cortisone and ACTH is espe- 
cially fitting. Not solely because of the hope 
these hormones bring to victims of arthritis. 
Not solely because of the vast vista of new 
possibilities of curing man’s ills that this 
research has opened. 

This award in the year 1950 is especially 
fitting, because, like many past Nobel prizes, it 
was made jointly, and properly, to scientists of 
more than one nationality. This year’s recipients 
are Drs. Edward D. Kendall and Philip C. 
Hench of the Mayo Clinic and Dr. Tadeusz 
Reichstein of the University of Basel, Switzer- 
land, who, incidentally, was born in Poland. 

At a time when scientific research is being 
increasingly restricted by artificial national 
boundaries, it needs to be remembered that no 
single nation has anything approaching a monop- 
oly in scientific brains and scientific enterprise. 
Scientific progress is achieved through co-opera- 
tion and exchange of ideas and information; not 
through hysterical restrictions in the interests 
of an absolute security which, as the Russian 
atomic explosion showed, can only be illusory. 
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Good Man, Good Record 


If the independent voters of St. Clair county 
review the record of the official in charge of 
their election machinery, County Judge C. C. 
Dreman, they will, in our opinion, decide to keep 
him on the job. 

Elected as a Republican four years ago, Judge 
Dreman was vigilant against the customary 
East St. Louis vote frauds in the 1947 city 
primary.

He organized a group of citizens to go from pre- 
cinct to precinct throughout election day to 
guard against ballot-box stuffing, repeating, tam- 
pering and other tricks at the polls. He was one 
of the backers of voting machines for East St. 
Louis. These machines are, as everyone knows, a 
protection against election crooks. 

Judge Dreman is not a professional politician. 
Indeed, he lacks the so-called political touch. 
But his qualities are such that he was able to 
win nomination over the opposition of the long- 
time boss, Dan McGlynn. He has seen to it that 
the long-abused County Detention Home, which 
comes under his jurisdiction, has had a non- 
political administration. 

We know nothing whatever against Judge 
Dreman’s Democratic opponent, Otis Guymon. 
But there is no reason at all to turn out Judge 
Dreman. On the contrary, there are sound rea- 
sons to re-elect him on his excellent record. In 
1946, Judge Dreman won by 147 votes. It could 
be as close again or even closer. This oppor-

The 
Republican organization in New 
York City, which is backing 
Corsi, is negligible. 

‘Bullet Votes.’ 

The significance of the Impel- 
litteri candidacy is that he is 
showing up graft in the police 
department and that he is likely 
to get many “bullet votes” on the 
voting machines. 

“Bullet voting” is a New York 
term. It means casting a vote 
for a single candidate and for no 
one else. This is possible on the 
voting machines because each 
party has its row of candidates 
on the machine and the voter can 


vote a straight ticket by merely 
pulling one lever. “Impy,” as 
the only candidate for the Inde- 
pendent or Experience party, will 
have a lever all to himself, Tam- 
manyites fear that many voters 
wanting to vote for “Impy” will 
pull down this lever and not 
bother to vote for Lehman, Lynch 
and other Democratic and Liberal 
candidates. Whether this prac- 
tice will be widespread enough to 
change the election is anybody's 
guess. 

The voters do not seem to be 
interested in the orthodox issues 
of the campaign. Dewey is seek- 
ing re-election on his efficient 
administration of the state’s busi- 
ness during the past eight years. 
The Democrats claim that he has 
wasted a $700,000,000 surplus 
built up during the war when the 
money could not be spent for 
needed public works. Dewey re- 
torts by pointing to the actual 
building going on. In return he 
charges that if Lynch is installed 
at Albany he will be a Tammany 
stooge and that the graft now 
being uncovered by local and fed- 
eral grand juries will grow 
greater and greater. 

Another Letter. 

The Republicans have tried to 
match the Hanley letter with one 
Lehman wrote to Alger Hiss, 
after the former State Depart- 
ment official had denied to the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee that he had any Com- 
munist affiliations. Lehman has 
replied that he was only one of 
a number of prominent persons, 


including former Republican Sec- — 
retary of War Robert P. Patter- 


son, who wrote such letters early 
in the Hiss investigation. 


The Democrats claim that they 


have other damaging disclosures 
to spring against Dewey and Han- 
ley. Perhaps they have although 
the time till Election day is get- 
ting shorter. The letter to Macy 
has already had great effect and 
its publication demonstrated the 
cynical wisdom of an old New 
York Republican boss, Tom Piatt, 
who instructed his lieutenants: 
“Don't write. Send word.”

You 
feel you have met her before 
somewhere — this devastating 
enchantress of strict but uncon- 
ventional morals. But she is 
attractive nonetheless and 
serves her purpose. 

Altogether Mr. Davidson's 
novel is a thoroughly entertain- 
ing performance carried off with 
high spirit and salty humor.

OW that alcoholism has been 
Norousne right out into the 

open and people say the 
word casually in their living 
rooms and the newspapers print 
it without any asterisks or 
dashes, it has become a popu- 
lar subject for writers. In fact, 
starting with “Lost Weekend,” it 
has inspired more books in the 
last four Or five years than it 
did in all the preceding years 
back to the day when man first 
discovered the solace of the 
bottle. 

The three books listed above 
pretty well cover the three cate- 
gories into which these books 
fali, i.e.: the straight book on 
alcoholism written in the posi- 
tive manner of the person who 
is not an alcoholic but knows 
‘all the answers; the novel baséd 
on the salvation of an alcoholic; 
‘and the definitive work on the 
subject written by a person who 
is both an alcoholic, an en- 
lightened person and a capable, 
objective writer. These last are 
rare. 

Taking up first things first, 


as we say in A.A., the book 
called “You Can Stop Drinking” 
falls in the first category. This 
book contains some excellent 
material on the subject of alco- 
holism and the problems of the 
alcoholic, and well it might, 
since there is virtually nothing 
in it that isn’t a paraphrase of 
the official A.A. book called 
“Alcoholics Anonymous.” The 
author even offers 12 steps to- 
ward recovery for the alcoholic, 
which in itself is pretty gratui- 
tous, in that they are merely 
the 12 steps of A.A., para- 
phrased and their order re- 
arranged.

me ECENTLY, there have been 
R published almost as many 

books on how to be happy 
in spite of your mate as on how 
to be happy in spite of every- 
thing. The great majority of 
these books are addressed ex- 
clusively to women. None that 
I have seen makes any funda- 
mental analysis of the institu- 
tion of marriage and none sug- 
gests any changes in marriage 
or in aspects of society which 
affect it. 

Of these three books, “Mar- 
riage Analysis” is the most pre- 
tentious, being intended as a 
text for a college sociology 
course. It is valuable only as a 
summary of more basic studies 
such as those of Burgess and 
Cottrell and Terman. 

Dr. Popenoe’s book, “Mar- 
riage Is What You Make It,” is 
a collection of pieces similar 
to those he publishes in wom- 
en’s magazines. He deals with 
superficial problems in a lively 
way and includes intéresting, 
though obviously fictitious case 
histories, each of which has a 
happy ending. 

“You and Your Marriage” has 
the advantage of having been 
written by a divorce lawyer. 
He, if anyone, should under- 
stand real problems of mar- 
riage. But he, too, devotes him- 
self to surface irritations and 
addresses himself exclusively to 
the wife. 

Each of these books is inter- 
esting and often, though some- 
times unintentionally, amusing. 
However, no one since Bertrand 
Russell has attempted a serious 
consideration of the problem of 
marriage.

UT of the Washington bed- 

lam every once in a while 

there comes a book that de- 
scribes the transients of the 
District of Confusion with such 
hard-bitten and ruthless clarity 
that it is able to leap aboard 
the best-seller list without even 
doffing its jacket. Such a book 
is “The Truman Merry-Go- 
Round.” 

Robert S. Allen, as almost 
everyone along the Potomac 
knows, is a crusty journalistic 
fighter who has made his ene- 
mies in the capital, including 
softer and more pliable news- 
paper men. In the rugged, old- 
fashioned tradition of the 
Fourth Estate, he still regards 
grafters and honey-torigued pho- 
nies as personal affronts. For 
his collaborator in getting at 
them once more he chose a 
sharp-eyed newcomer to the 
Washington scene,’ William V. 
Shannon, but it is the nose- 
thumbing personality and sav- 
age unrestraint of Allen that 
characterizes the book from 
start to end. 

One scarcely can feel so 
deeply about men and issues 
without touches of exaggera- 
tion. This bristling volume is 
no exception. 

Take, for example, the chap- 
ter on Harry S. Truman. If 
Jonathan Daniels appears al- 
most shamelessly sychophantic 
in his study of “The Man of 
Independence,” Allen & Co. 
seem to me at least to err as far 
in the other direction. Thus we 
find such passages as: “They” 
—the Truman myth makers— 
“find it difficult to concede that 
a man of mediocre mind, ordi- 
nary personality, little compre- 
hension, and second-rate talents 
should be President.” 

x «x * 

HE word for Truman, the 
T authors aver, is “limited.” 

He is a “dull, ordinary man” 
who somehow has “muddled” 
through the greatest job in the 
world, but he has “a limited 
perception of the problems at 
hand, a limited imagination, and 
a sharply limited sense of per- 
sonal initiative.” That seems 
not only patently unkind but 
something other than accurate. 
Many of us will submit that 
Harry, for all his faults and 
limitations, is certainly not dull, 
not ordinary, and hardly slow 
of perception. 

Essentially the authors play 
the role of debunkers. Whether 
one believes they go too far, as 
in the case of the President, 
depends wholly on the reader’s 
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DIANETICS, by L. Ron Hubbard.

DWARD LEAR was the 
master of implausible non- 
sense.

What naked assertion 
can prove is proven. If preci- 
sion is gained by insistence, 
precision is achieved. If doubt 
can be dissipated by repetition, 
doubt is utterly dispelled. For 
those who seek them there are 
welcome words — “invariably 
cured” ... “startling discov- 
eries” ... “hitherto unsus- 
pected” .. . “deletes all the 
pain from a lifetime.” And 
should it be needed there is 
high reassurance: “Charlatan- 
ism is almost impossible where 
dianetics in any of its principles

mind bank” receive impressions 
when the individual is uncon- 
scious or anesthetized, but the 
unborn child on whom abortion 
has been attempted reactively 
knows he is living with mur- 
derers—and the parents respon- 
sible for this crime should not 
rest until the child is “cleared” 
as soon as possible after the age 
of 8.

As to Sawyer: “Commerce in 

‘the past has hit some pretty 
deep lows, but there is no doubt 
that in Charlie Sawyer it has 
reached the lowest of the low.” 
On reading such shellackings, 
one can better understand why 
so many otherwise-brave men 
shrink from entering the lofty 
portals of high office.

UT the authors are actually 
B cavatie of praise, too. For- 

mer White House Counsel 
Clark M. Clifford of St. Louis, 
for instance, is paid high trib- 
ute as “one of those people who 
is too good to be true.” Alone 
of all the Truman entourage, it 
is stated, Clifford has the 
brains, the personal attributes 
and the savoir faire required 
for a big-leaguer. (Although 
now in private practice in the 
capital, Clifford still serves as 
one of Truman’s most valued 
advisers.) Outside of the imme- 
diate “White House Gang,” the 
autpors particularly toss orchids 
at such liberal souls as Senator 
Charles W. Tobey, New Hamp- 
shire Republican; Supreme 
Court Justice William O. Doug- 
las, and Interior Secretary 
Oscar L. Chapman.

HE range of “The Truman 
Merry-Go-Round” is broad, 
embracing not only Truman

*“Rumblossoms on the Potomac,” 
rumblossoms being a New Eng- 
land colloquialism for those 
whose noses are perpetually red 
from over-imbibing. There is a 
hilarious chapter on Washing- 
ton’s hair-pulling society 
- queens, but tucked away in this 
social interlude is a most pene- 
trating and somber description 
of Washington: 


“Washington is just one big 
settlement of camp followers— 
divided, restless and uneasy. 
Rumors run like wildfire. Gos- 
sip is incessant. Factions, 
cliques, coteries spring up, 
flourish, fall, form, and re-form. 
Personal feuds and vendettas go 
on interminably. Men rise or 
hope to rise, but all is depend- 
ent on the turn of the cards at 
the next election. Even when 
a party has been inp power a 
long time, a key official may 
plummet from favor and take 
his personal empire of secre- 
taries, assistants, proteges, and 
hangers-on crashing down with 
him. It is against this back- 
ground of ceaseless insecurity 
and fierce competitiveness that 
the giddy social swirl goes on. 
For those at or near the top, it 
has some of the element of the 
‘drink and be merry for tomor- 
row we die’ spirit... .” 


Truer words, as the saying 
goes, were never spoken. Wash- 
ington at times seems to be 
drinking itself into a state of 
delirium tremens, and behind 
the fiercely gay facade lies 
much that is sordid and revolt- 
ing. But as long as there are 
books that call the turn on the 
“nerve center of the world” 
with such merciless candor as 
this one, there will be renewed 
hope for better days ahead.

ERE is another of those 

books that might be several 

times better if it were sev- 
eral times shorter, or at least © 
trimmed down into a tighter 
story. Yet, Miss Hale writes 
skillfully, as the readers of her 
“Prodigal Women” will remem- 
ber, with a shrewd ear, a hard 
observation and a fine power to 
impale an unpleasant protago- 
nist. 


The problem, perhaps, is that 
she has given us so many un- 
pleasant people, and that she 
dissects them with so remark- 
able a set of implements that 
the reader gets altogether too 
absorbed in the process itself. 
Certainly she draws little sym- 
pathy for her characters. She 
might answer that she was not 
trying for sympathy; yet most 
readers, it may be presumed, 
will be hoping for figures with 
whom they feel at least a cer- 
tain identification. 

On the other hand many may 
be gossiping soon about the 
central characters that Miss 
Hale has given us—a certain 
golden lady who writes plays, 
mixes around in politics, edit- 
ing and the like; and her family 
and connections. She is typical 
of the book itself, glossy, glit- 
tering and determined; nobody 
can question that Miss Hale 
knows her people, and knows 
them well. As if to anticipate 
some of the comment, the 
writer gives us a somewhat 
drawn-out “author’s note” deny- 
ing that they are drawn from 
actual individuals.

T’S all done on a broad scale 
—many scenes, many settings, 
from a house in the South, oc- 
cupied by a patriarch from New 
England, with his alien ways, to 
cafe society and salons of New 
York and the political circles, 
Reno and other places.

One top minor league club re- 
ported a drop im the year's at- 
tendance from about 390,000 to 
90,000. A drop like that is just 
about fatal in most cases. Rep- 
resejtatives of several minor 
Jeagues have stated flatly that 
they cannot hope for the sur- 
vival of their circuits, if the 
major leagues continue to sat- 
urate minor league territory 
with broadcasts and telecasts 
of big league games. 

Strangely enough the major 
leaguers do not seem to be con- 
cerned about the situation, al- 
though it is as plain as the 
Nose on your face that without 
minor leagues to develop play- 
ers the majors could not con- 
tinue.to operate. The lethargy 
of the majors, or lack of con- 
cern about it, is all the more 
puzzling in view of the fact 
that virtually every major 
league club has important 
minor league holdings. They 
should be aware of what is 
going on and alarmed about it. 
Newark and Jersey City of

Unique Career of

COLUMBIA,’ Mo., Oct. 28. 
EDGER D. VEAZEY is the 
kind of man you would enjoy 
meeting in a Pullman club 
car. He is six feet tall, power- 
fully built and wears a conserva- 
tive business suit with the aplomb 
of a sales executive whose ex- 
pense accounts are itemized as 
scrupulously as a corporate bal- 
ance sheet. His handshake is 
hearty, his conversation sparkles 
with sophisticated witticism. 

Veazey irhymes with “easy”) is 
a student of high finance. indeed, 
he once taught college classes in 
accounting and has kept himself, 
as he puts it, “reasonably abreast 
of tax developments for more 
than 20 years.” Officials of the 
United States Treasury Depart- 
ment consider him, frankly, some- 
thing of a whiz at their own 
trade. 

Unhappily, this brainy citizen 
is also a convicted highway rob- 
ber and forger. Thirteen of his 
last 16 years have been spent in 
confining circumstances. When he 
was finally paroled from the Mis- 
souri State Penitentiary last year, 
he adjusted himself with grati- 
fying rapidity to an unobtrusive 
life in this comfortable college 
town. 

The transition from the con- 
vict’s cotton to the salesman’s 
serge was smooth for Veazy be- 
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cause his chief occupation re- 
mained the same, in jail and out. 
Only that once he was no longer 
behind bars he could branch out 


to operate on a national basis 
and soup up his income. 

Aglow with pardonable pride, 
he has just told me of his unique 
little business. Additional side- 
lights may be forthcoming Nov. 
13, when former inmate No. 
45509 is scheduled to appear in 
Federal Tax Court at Kansas City 
in a polite controversy with the 
Government about a few thousand 
dollars. The Government insists 
Veazey owes the money in back 
income taxes for money earned 
as a tax expert while he was in 
prison. Veazey protests that he 
overpaid and that the Govern- 
ment owes him the money. It's 
all part of what he resignedly 
calls “the curse of having too 
good an income.” 

The curse hit Veazey right aft- 
er the war. He had just returned 
to the penitentiary at Jefferson 
City after an eventful six-year 
“vacation” and time was heavy on 
his nimble hands. Building up a 
vast library of books on taxation 
and subscribing to a number of 
professional tax services he hit on 
an idea. At least, he thought, it 
would keep his mind from getting 
rusty. 

He became an income tax con- 
sultant for his fellow-inmates. 
“After all,” he says a bit apolo- 
getically, “the only clientele I 
could develop .at that time were 
those around me. You might call 
them shut-ins or a captive audi- 
ence, if you like.”

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had plenty of time evenings and 
weekends. There was no place 
to go, you know. No nightclub- 
bing or anything like that.” He 
smiled amiably as he said it. 

Prison officials say that the 
administration evidently did not 
realize how much money Veazey 
was making in 1946 and 1947. 
When the sums finally became 
known, shortly before the present 
warden, Ralph N. Edison, took of- 
fice, the entire enterprise was 
stopped. By that time, the In- 
ternal Revenue people were in- 
tensely interested. They now 
claim that Veazey owes them 
$1819 for failing to report fully 
his own income for 1946 and 
1947. 

Veazey is outraged at this sug- 
gestion. “The Government isn’t 
suing me,” he says. “I am suing 
the Government!” He says he has 
overpaid his taxes by $2000 to 
$3000 and is asking for a “re-de- 
termination” of his proper tax in 
Federal Tax Court. The Govern- 
ment, he maintains, merely 
countered his petition. The tax 
people at Kansas City deny the 
accuracy of this version, but 
Veazey is looking forward to his 
day in court. “Naturally, I will 
be my own counsel,” he an- 
nounces. 

While his business idyll was 
still flourishing behind iron bars, 
Veazey began planning for the 
future. He needed a job before 
he could apply for parole. So he 
ran a “help wanted” ad in a St. 
Louis newspaper. “Will you help 
an ex-convict?” the headline ran. 
“He needs a job from someone 
who will make him feel he is 
wanted,” it went on, “and who 
will help him in his determined 
anxiety to resocialize himself 
quickly and permanently.” It de- 
tailed Veazey’s notable “civilian” 
background and added: “He needs 
a real friend—not financial help.” 
It was signed “Inmate No. 45509” 
and gave Veazey'’s usual business 
address, P. O. Box 900, Jefferson 
City, which happened also to be 
the mailing address of the peni- 
tentiary. 

“I got about 400 replies with job 
offers from $40 a week to $10,000 
a year,” the advertiser asserts. 
“Also several marriage proposals, 
a lace bedspread and a chocolate 
cake. It was a very good cake, 
and it had no saw blades in it, 
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“interviewers for ‘man in_ the 
street work’ and described the 
job as follows: “No selling or 
house-to-house canvassing. Work 
part-time, evenings, Saturday and 
Sunday. Must enjoy approach- 
ing strangers on the street to 
complete questionnaires for cor- 
poration in new-type business. 
Permanent, extraordinary earn- 
ings.”

HOSE who replied received 
neatly typed letters on the 
conservative stationery of the 
Tax Management Corporation, 
P.O. Box 127, Columbia. Ledger 
D. Veazey was listed as president 
and the firm was described on 
the letterhead as “Members 
American Institute of Tax Con- 
sultants.” The numerous certi- 
fied public accountants and Gov- 
ernment tax men I have asked 
about this organization have nev- 
er heard of it. Veazey says he 
is “a principal member” of the 
“institute.” 

“We have your application and 
are impressed,” went a typical 
letter Veazey sent to a job-seeker 
who answered the ad, “but until 
we talk with you personally, we 
cannot be sure that you are really 
adaptable to the unusual type of 
interviewing we require... . 

“We are an organization of ex- 
pert tax consultants specializing 
in small income-tax refund claims 
for persons ih the low-income 
bracket who do not realize they 
have money coming to them, and 
who are not qualified, or too in- 
different, to get these refunds for 
themselves. They are on‘the low- 
est socio-economic level; they are 
to be found in: ‘skid rows’ and 
flop houses, near Gospel mis- 
sions, in public parks, and in 
similar places. In the United 
States there are over 10,000,000 
such persons—thousands of them 
in the St. Louis area—who are 


legally and rightfully entitled to 
refunds. in-

The letter went on to say that 
the “client” received 50 per cent 
of the total refund, without de- 
ductions, and that the agent 
would get 40 per cent of the 
other half. “Your earnings for 
each person interviewed and 
signed up will average $12,” the 
letter said. “A fair consistent 
working average is one to two cli- 
ents per hour, although some of 
our interviewers in other cities 
have signed up as many as 28 in 
one day.” 

A typical customer, Veazey re- 
lates, may be a gandy dancer— 
or section hand—for a railroad. 
If he is a heavy drinker he may 
work just a few months of each 
year, at minimal pay, and spend 
the rest of the time in leisurely 
and not always sober style. If 
Veazey’s men can catch up with 
him within three years after he 
worked such a schedule, they in- 
duce him to give them some in- 
formation about his employment 
and earnings so they can apply 
for his refund. 

Why does he have a refund 
coming? Because income tax 
withholdings are calculated on 
the assumption that the employe 
will hold a job all year. If he 
doesn’t, he may not have to pay 
taxes at all because his total 
wages for the year may not 
amount to enough. Why doesn’t 
he apply for his own refund? Be- 
cause the chances are that he 
doesn’t know he can get one. And 
even if he does, he may not care 
enough to do a lot of paper work. 
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HE one frustrating thing about 
T this apparently legitimate set- 
up is that no one man is very 
likely to milk it dry. “Taxation is 
the biggest business in America 
today,” Veazey informed me. 
“About 60,000,000 people are in- 
volved and more than $50,000,- 
000,000 a year—that’s bigger than 
the next 50 largest businesses com- 
bined. As far as I know, no one 
does what I do on a comparable 
scale. I have no fear of competi- 
tors because there i¢ room for 
hundreds to do what I do.” 
He says that individuals could 


collect two and a half billion dol- 
lars in refunds and “the per- 
centage I can attend to is almost 
negligible.” 

Government men admit, by the 
way, that Veazey’s figures are 
probably correct. 

Looking up Veazey at 111% 
South Eighth street, just a block 
down the street from the Tiger 
Hotel in downtown Columbia, I 
found that the address was a 
small two-story apartment house 
with an appliance business on the 
ground floor. Ledger D. Veazey 
and the Tax Management Corpor- 
ation -~were listed on the mail box 
as living in Apartment three. 

Upstairs, Veazey received me 
cordially and invited me for lunch. 
He is a persuasive, likeable type 
and looks older than his most 
recent picture. At 44, what little 
hair he has left has turned gray, 
and so have the impressive bushy 
eyebrows. He told me that eight 
or nine agents are rounding up 
“clients” for him now in St. Louis, 
Kansas City,.New Orleans, Hous- 
ton and Los Angeles. Veazey has 
done some interviewing of “no- 
mads and transients” himself, 
and knows they are not easy peo- 
ple to approach. 
don’t believe the

“There’s no cost or obligation,” 
the president of the Tax Manage- 
ment Corporation, likes to say, 
“either you draw or you win.” 

Veazey says he has trained lo- 
cal “lawyers, clerks and stenog- 
raphers” to do the actual work 
of making out refund claims un- 
der his supervision.

Returned 
to Missouri, they both pleaded 
guilty to first robbery, 
and were sentenced to 20 years 
each. 

Veazey maintains he just hap- 
pened to be traveling with Mad- 
den, didn’t know that robbery 
was planned and describes him- 
self as an “innocent bystander” 
to the crime. In fact, he insists he 
did not learn the real name of 
his companion until afterward 
and that he pleaded guilty under 
“undue coercion.” His verdict of 
the affair: “It was a bum rap, to 
use a coarse expression.” 

In the Missouri State Peni- 
tentiary, where records list him 
as a stenographer and accountant, 
his record was excellent at first, 
In 1936, he was awarded two 
years merit time for service in 
the prison hospital during epi- 
demics. He also worked as a clerk. 
in the kitchen, the commissary 
and the prison farm office. Then, 
on Sept. 3, 1938, less than three 
months before he would have be« 
come eligible for parole, Veazey 
escaped. 

Veazey is not fond of doing 
business in a hackneyed groove, 
and so his temporary leave-taking 
from the pen was accomplished 
in simple yet original fashion. He 
was working in the prison farms 
office at the time. On a day wheg. 
Paul V. Renz, Commissioner . 
Farms, was away, he talked anoth- 
er official into giving him an out- 
side pass to make a trip to St, 
Charles, Mo., for the farm officé, 
He said he was to pick up a load 
of barrels to be used to preservé 
pickles at the prison cannery.

neyed to St. Charles. There, he 
told the driver to wait while he 
inquired about the barrels.

However, any station 
connected to WCBS by cable could transmit WCBS- 
originated color programs. WMAR-TV in Baltimore 
and several other stations—probably WTOP in Wash- 
ington, which is 45 per cent C.B.S.-owned, and WCAU 
in Philadelphia—have expressed interest in broadcast- 
ing C.B.S. color. WMAR-TV plans to be carrying 
C.B.S. programs within 30 to 60 days, provided they 
ean get a few receivers in Baltimore to pick up the 
programs. (There are from 25 to 50 receivers in exis- 
tence capable of picking up the color telecasts.)

@ HOWEVER, WMAR-TV DECLARES firmly it will not 
pre-empt time now sold on black and white to commercial 
interests to broadcast color to an audience of nobody. This is 
everyone's problem. TV broadcasters have spent roughly one 
billion dollars—give or take a hundred million or so—and four 
years building an audience which is almost but not quite big 
enough to put television in the black. They are understand- 
ably cold to any proposition which would put them right back 
where they were four years ago. Namely, with no audience.

@ IT IS NO UNDERSTATEMENT to say that no television 
broadcaster in this country—including C.B.S.—wants to tackle 
color at this time. Because it is C.B.S.’s baby, WCBS-TV is 
committed to broadcast 20 hours a week of color and has 
further stated that it will devote at least two half-hour pro- 
grams of prime evening time to color broadcasts. Those two 
programs are already driving C.B.S. program directors out of 
their wits. 
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C.B.S., like the other networks, are almost entirely 
aold out on evening time. When those two color broad- 
casts come on, millions of TV sets in the New York 
area—at least those tuned te WCBS—will go dark. 
And the average set-owner will understand clearly for 
the first time something he only dimly understands 
now. You can’s get C.B.S. color on present sets. Con- 
sequently, your average set-owner will switch ever to 
DuMont or A.B.C. or N.B.C., and C.BS. will be broad- 
easting color to an audience of nobody. In fact, C.B.S. 
fs going to have great difficulty selling the black-and- 
white time following its color broadcasts te a sponsor 
because the network will have lost 100 per cent of its 
audience. As someone remarked the other day: “If 
C.B.S. wins another victory like this, it'll be out of 
business.” ?

His epochal decision, backed up 
by court action to protect Negroes 
who voted in what was once tanta- 
mount to a “white man’s club,” 
set a pattern for the South that 
no amount of subterfuge has suc- 
ceeded in breaking. It was up- 
held by the Fourth Circuit Court 
of Appeals, at Richmond, Va., 
composed of southern jurists, and 
ultimately by the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Judge Waring’s original ruling 
was on statutes never before in- 
voked. It was brought about by 
an action by a group of Negroes 
with the support of the National 
Association For the Advancement 
of Colored People. He has not 
only backed it up but is unre- 
lenting in what ainounts to a pub- 
lic and private crusade for civil 
liberties. As a consequence, feel- 


ing against him is increasing 
rather than diminishing. 

In unmistakable language, he 
issued his challenge. “It is time 
for South Carolina to rejoin the 
union. It is time to fall in step 
with the other states and to adopt 
the American way of conducting 
elections.”

HE South was further aroused 
T when he ruled that Negroes 

must be admitted to the law 
school of the University of South 
Carolina unless facilities were af- 
forded them at the State College 
for Negroes at Orangeburg. 

When a law school was created 
at Orangeburg, staffed by as 
many instructors as students, 
Judge Waring drily remarked: 
“South Carolina apparently feels 
it can afford the luxury of a law 
school building for Negro stu- 
dents.” : 

But, in Charleston, at least, his 
offense goes beyond his judicial 
actions. Two years before the 
first of his decisions that rocked 
Dixie, he alienated himself from 


ehis social class—as rigid, perhaps, 


as any in the world—when his 
wife, the former Miss Annie 
Gammell, daughter of an old Sa- 
vannah family, obtained a Florida 
divorce after 32 years of mar- 
riage. Judge Waring, to the 
shock of a community where di- 
vorce is regarded askance, 
promptly married a_ twice-di- 
vorced northern woman, the for- 
mer Mrs. Elizabeth Avery, of 
Detroit. She has added fuel to 
the flames by outspoken denunci- 
ations of segregation and criti- 


* cisms of the southern way of life. 


Since then, no white person has 
set foot socially in their Colonial 
house on Meeting street in which 


the judge had lived for many 
years. As far as established social 
contacts go here, the Warings 
might as well live on another 
planet. Only summertime trips 
to California and New York, 
where the judge sometimes holds 
court, has enabled them to keep 
a sense of proportion. 
* * 

D sion here, Judge Waring 

walks a short block to his 
chambers. Friends of yore, 
schoolmates of yesterday, look 
the other way. Attorneys and 
trades people may speak to him 
for diplomatic reasons, but even 
such conversations are strained 
and brief. Relatives, who once 
hailed him as an esteemed mem- 
ber of the family, now regard 
him in the light of a family cross. 

To the outspoken disgust of 
Charlestonians, Negroes have 
been dinner guests at the Waring 
home. While traveling in the 
North the Warings have accepted 
awards and plaudits from Negro 
bodies and various humanitarian 
organizations. Each such award, 
together with the remarks of the 
recipients, is fully recorded in 
the southern press. The public 
reaction is often unprintable. 

No longer do the sacrosant por- 
tals of St. Cecelia’s Society, sym- 
bol of top social recognition here, 
open for the Judge. One by one, 
he has resigned from his old 
clubs, surrendered the associa- 
tions of a lifetime. Even St. 
Michael’s Episcopal Church sees 
him seldom; nor is there a trace 
today, save in military bearing, of 
the former captain of the elite 
Charleston Light Dragoons. 

Charlestonians were quick to 
say—and still do—that the Judge's 
subsequent decisions and espousal 
of the Negro cause were im re- 
taliation for the couples’ enforced 
social ostracism, fanned by the 
“Yankee notions of his wife.” 

“The Warings are out for re- 
venge,” is a common observation 
here today, with Mrs. Waring de- 
picted as a moving spirit back of 
her husband’s amazing change of 
viewpoint. But to the rank and 
file, from taxi driver to bartender, 
he’s just “that guy who let the 
Nigger vote.” 

Judge Waring, a 1942 appointee 
of President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, says: “By being a judge, it 
seems to me Ihave gradually ac- 
quired a passion for justice. On

the bench a man must come to 
grips with the facts and make a 
decision. “My full realization of 
the right and wrong of it has 
come to me since I have been on 
the bench.” 

Even attacks hurled at him, in 
public and private, ranging from 
a movement for impeachment to 
anonymous obscene’ telephone 
calls, have failed to turn him 
from a path regarded in the south 
as inexplicable for a man: of his 
background. 

“These actions attract atten- 
tion,” Judge Waring has ob- 
served, “for the eyes of the na- 
tion see what kind of people 
these so-called master race, white 
supremists are. I feel that the 
South has got to be cured. It 
needs treatment just as does an 
alcoholic or mental patient. 
American delegates in the 
United Nations are being asked by 
other nations ‘where is democs 
racy in South Carolina and Mis- 
sissippi?’?’ We cannot plant the 
garden of democracy in the world 
until we clean up our own back 
yard.”

EPLYING to accusations that 

he advocates compulsory s0- 
cial equality between the 
races, Judge Waring explains that 
while he desires to abolish legal 
bars to association, he regards 
the choice of associates to be a 
matter of individual preference. 
For 10 previous years to his ap- 
pointment he had served as cor- 
poration counsel here and in 1938 
he was a campaign manager in 
part of the state for the late Sen- 
ator E. D. “Cotton Ed” Smith, 
flamboyant advocate of “white su- 
premacy.” It was reported here 
that President Roosevelt held up 
Judge Waring’s appointment for 
several months because of his 
previous activities in the’ “white 
supremacy” campaign. Often he 


had served as floor leader in 
Democratic county conventions 
here, run under the same rules 
overturned by his 1947 decision. 


So strong is the feeling here 
that 21,000 signatures were ob- 
tained last March to a petition 
seeking impeachment proceedings 
against Judge Waring although no 
legal basis has been found for 
such a move. The South Caro- 
line House of Representatives 
voted $10,000 to defray costs of 
an impeachment attempt, stating 
that Judge Waring and “his 
northern-born wife have advocat- 
ed a Negro revolution against 
white supremacy.” The House 
also voted state funds to buy the 
couple a one-way ticket out of 
South Carolina. 

Feeling against the Warings 
has been fanned by Mrs. Waring’s 
public statements, often delivered 
in belligerent fashion, sometimes 
with advance notice to the press. 
Mrs. Waring, comely and exuber- 
ant, has exhorted Negroes to a 
cold war “to attain the rights you 
already legally have” and has re- 
peatedly denounced segregation. 
Before a Negro Y.W.C.A. audi- 
ence here she descri southern 
whites as “sick, confused and de- 
cadent people ... full of pride 
and complacency, introverted, 
morally weak and low.” 


Governor J. Strom Thurmond, 
the 1948 Dixiecrat presidential 
nominee, commented that Mrs. 
Waring “speaks for the Truman- 
ites in South Carolina” although 
conceding that being from the 
North she wasn't used to southern 
ways. 

The South Carolina Sheriffs’ 
Association passed a _ resolution 
accusing the Judge and Mrs. War- 
ing of making statements calcu- 
lated to wreak vengeance upon 
the people of the South. 


“These utterances, if followed 


to a logical conclusion,” the sher- 
iffs’ resolution stated, “could but 
lead to mongrelization and bring 
about friction of a violent nature.” 

In recent months, there has 
been a militant resurgence of the 
Ku Klux Klan in this state. It 
has been marked by violence, 
large inflammatory demonstra- 
tions, and numerous cross-burn- 
ings. A-robed klansman, who 
turned out to be a law enforce- 
ment officer off duty, was killed 
near Myrtle Beach last August 
during a demonstration in which 
hundreds of shots were exchanged. 
A month later a Y.M.C.A. swim- 
ming instructor of Sumter, S. C., 
was beaten. Courts have been 
quick to act, with fines as usual 
penalties, and the press has con- 
demned Klan tactics, but demon- 
strations continue.

IERY crosses have not only 

been burned at Negro homes, 

but last March a small cross 
was burned on the lawn of Judge 
Waring’s home here, while the 
jurist was in New York. Local 
authorities dismissed it as a ‘“boy- 
ish prank,” but Judge Waring saw 
it as “disheartening and disgust- 
ing; typical of the savagery of 
Southern white supremists.” 


Early this month the Warings 
were molested by unidentified 
intruders who threw bricks and 
a chunk of concrete through the 
window of their home and fired 
shots on the lawn. Unable to 
reach the offices of the FBI, 
which were closed for the night, 
Judge Waring called the police. 
The police department. subse- 
quently exhibited the thrown 
bricks and announced there was 
“nothing to the attack.” 

A full FBI investigation was 
subsequently authorized, how- 
ever. Deputy U.S. Marshalls were 
assigned by Attorney General J. 
Howard McGrath to maintain a 
constant guard over Judge War- 
ing, although he had not asked 
for it. 

As for outspoken Mrs. Waring, 
who never flinches from an en- 
counter, she marched into a hard- 
ware store here, ostensibly to buy 
a mouse trap. After considering 
several types of traps she turned 
to the proprietor and said in a 
voice which carried through the 
store and was speedily described 
throughout the community: 

“You know, I’m more afraid of 
a mouse than I am of the whole 
Ku Klux Klan.”

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WALLS TELL A STORY 


Stratification in the brick work of the 
Temple of Enlil reveals how one build- 
ing was erected on another. Pits in fore- 
ground, below floor of earliest structure, 
were site of outdoor religious rites. Arab 
workman's head is even with top of first 
structure's walls, as far as they are pre- 


served, and with bottom of walls of sec- 
ond temple built 100 years later. Be- 
tween second and third set of walls are 
only traces of another temple. Third set 
of walls, built in 1400 B. C., rises above 
step-back. At top are foundation bricks 
of citadel dating to 200 B. C. 


“Figure of a household divinity from £800

N ANCIENT temple, inscribed clay tablets 
and other artifacts discovered by Amer- 
ican archeologists in the fabled land of 

Babylon are shedding new light on forgotten 
ci ns dating back more than years. 
The finds were made bY a joint archeological 
expedition from the University of Pennsy]- 
vania and the University of go in ex- 
cavations at Nippur, an ancient Sumerian ci 

100 miles south of the present city of Baghdad, 


a was the site of the Temple of 
Enlil, chief god of the Sumerians, and the 
religious and cultural center of Sumer, a na- 
tion that flourished before the Babylonians 
and later the occupied the land. 


The Temple of Enlil, unearthed in five lev- 
els, four of representing new structures 
and together covering a period of 1600 years, 
was a rectangular building 69 by 141 feet with 


massive walls 10 feet thick. Successive re 
builders followed the same architectural plan 
but their building blocks differed, each type 
distinct from the others. ow the floor of 
the earliest temple were fire pits used in cere- 
monialg before the first building was con- 
structed about 2300 B. C. On top of the walls 
of three succeeding temples were huge bricks 
—, the foundation of a fortress built 
after B. G. 


The 750 clay tablets dug up at Nippur 
orm the worlds oldest known literature. 
” ro by henge who worked 

e temple were an indispensable 
of Sumerian society—the unbaked mud s 
preserve a literature that was already old 
when they were made about 2000 B.C. Be 
fore being given permanence in clay, the lit- 
erature had been transmitted orally from one 
generation to another for many hundreds of 


years. 
The full story revealed by the Sumerian 
tablets probably will not be known for years 


as fewer than a dozen men in the world today 
can translate the cuneiform writing of the 
scribes. Among the tablets that have been de- 
ciphered are the oldest agricultural bulletin 
known to man, a 4000-year-old clay document 
containing the advice of a farmer to his son 
on planting; a hymn to Nanshe, ancient god- 
dess of justice interested in social and moral 
welfare, and the oldest known record a 
murder trial that took place 2100 years before 
Traces of a schoolroom were found 
in the quarters where the scribes lived for

Conductor Golschmann Is Painea

EHEARSALS of the St. Louis Symphony Orchestra, for Conductor 

Vladimir Golschmann, are periods of ardent toil. In striving to 

out the essence of the music, Golschmann sometimes gives 

the impression he is playing vicariously every instrument in his 85- 
piece orchestra. 

Within 15 minutes after the rehearsal begins, Golschmann has 
wrenched off his tie. Soon, spots of dampness appear on his well- 
tailored s shirt; it isn't long until he is soaking wet.

Americans are asking: 


In dianetics ‘‘audit,"’ Eleanor Dove writhes as forgotten memories surge from subconscious ‘reactive’ mind. 


HERE’S BEEN NOTHING like it since Canasta, 
Aimee McPherson, and the Pyramid Clubs. 
It’s the new “science”—some call it cult—of 
dianetics, called by its founder and major prophet, 
L. (for Lafayette) Ron Hubbard, 39, “the most 
clearly presented method of psychotherapy and 
self-improvement ever invented.” 

Not one to court undue modesty, Hubbard flatly 
compares the creation of dianetics to the discovery 
of fire and the wheel. 

Hubbard's crusade started last May with the pub- 
lication of a 452-page book (now known to initiates 
as “The Book”) called “Dianetics, the Modern 
Science of Mental Health” which he claims to have 
written in three weeks at Bay Head, N.J. 

Since then dianetics has spread like a brainwave. 
“The Book” has sold 85,000 copies and stands fourth 
on the best-seller lists. The dianetics movement has 


. -but psychiatrists think there may be danger in dianetics 


established headquarters in Los Angeles, reached 
mid-western college campuses and small-town 
groups, set up an outpost (“Hubbard Foundation”’) 
in Elizabeth, N.J., and carved out a beachhead 
among New York’s upper East Side intelligentsia. 
Like Coué’s “better and better every day” philos- 
ophy, and the “science” of phrenology (skull- 
bumps), dianetics seems here to stay. Why? 
Partly, perhaps, because dianetics claims cures of 
psychosomatic (mental-physical) ills. . ‘ 


Some Dianetics ‘‘Case Reports’’ 


NE MAN reported he had tried dianetic treat- 
ment on a friend who had had bursitis for 
years: “Why, after a session, he played 18 holes of 
golf the next day!”

End of Miss Bianchi’s report. 

More usual is the experience of a young Cali- 
fornia couple, Larry and Thea Van Runkele, who 
lately have been parking their baby with Thea’s 
mother and settling down (see pictures) to three 
hours of what dianetics fans call “auditing.” 

“Larry was neurotic and spending money on 
psycho-analysis,” said Thea. “I had painful hives 
and was depressed. Both of us are much better after 
fifty hours. We audit each other.” 

Adds Thea’s mother: “Somehow, she’s much bet- 
ter. No more depression.” 

So far, the “healing miracles” of dianetics have 
failed to attract across-the-board approval from 
the medical and psychiatric professions. True, some 
representatives of both groups have climbed over 
the tailboard of Hubbard’s bandwagon. Others, 
however, eye its progress with a markedly fishy 
stare, partly because its methods, in certain types of 
mental cases, could cause definite harm. “Dianetics 
is like trying to teach music in six easy lessons,” said 
one university psychologist recently. “J?’ll be popu- 
lar—until some other new scheme comes along.” 


How Dianetics Works 


UNDERSTAND DIANETICS, you must get a firm grip 
on orange-haired Mr. Hubbard’s geography of 
the human mind. 

Your mind, he insists, has two parts: an analyti- 
cal, or conscious mind; and a reactive, or subcon- 
scious mind. 

Of these, your reactive, subconscious (Hubbard 
avoids the word) mind is the more important. 
Throughout life it collects all sorts of painful ex- 
periences, and instead of forgetting them stores 
them much as a squirrel hordes a nut. Trouble is, 
the nut (which Hubbard officially calls an “en- 
gram”) can have a very bad effect on your body. 
The bursitis mentioned, by his reasoning, was evi- 
dently an “engram” on the rampage. Dianetics’ job 
is to purge the mind of its trouble-making engrams. 

Not easy—but absolutely possible, says Hubbard. 

You simply lie down, toss your shoes off: make 
yourself comfortable, and go into a reverie. Beside 
you is an auditor, who may be a friend or a profes- 
sional, but who is always well versed in ““The Book.” 

You let your mind slide back on its time track— 
back to youth, to boyhood or girlhood, to childhood, 
finally to the time when you were a baby. And ulti- 
mately you may get all the way back to the prenatal 
state, where you can actually remember and repeat 
(says Hubbard) things your parents said before you 
were born! (Sample: “I hope it’ll be a boy.”) 

Now as you think back, you release “engrams”— 
those buried memories of unpleasantness which 


have been horded in your reactive mind for good- 
ness knows how many years. 

As you reveal these engrams, as you tell them 
aloud to your auditor, you deprive them of their 
strength over you! You're freed of the engram in- 
cubus — your bursitis is gone, your eyebrows don’t 
itch, you get over that depressed feeling! 


How You Get to Be a ‘‘Clear’”’ 


po YOU START OUT in dianetic treatment, you're 
known as a “pre-release” (of your engrams), 
or a “pre-clear” (a clear is one whose engrams have 
been entirely purged). Later, if your time-track 
doesn’t have a trestle washed out, you become a 


release, which means that engrams no longer get in 


your hair. To a clear, “full memory exists through- 
out the lifetime, with the additional bonus that he 
has photographic recall in color, motion, sound, etc., 
as well as optimum computational ability.” Not 
more than 50 Americans are “clears,” Hubbard says. 
> “Dianetic treatments” are now given in many 
U8. cities. Some of them are given by the “group 
method,” in which enthusiasts sit together and 
listen to the pre-natal and other recollections of 
one of their number stretched on a couch. 

>» More frequent are private sessions (at $25 per 
hour if a professional auditor is engaged) in which 
the “pre-release” scampers down his time-track in 
surroundings used by any good psychiatrist. 

>» Unavoidably, perhaps, the informality of dia- 
netics has led some critics to suggest that its popu- 
larity rests largely on its social possibilities. 

» After all, it has been pointed out, an auditor hav- 


ing only a nodding acquaintance with a patient . 


becomes rather well acquainted after a journey 
back along the time-track. 

» Some followers of Hubbard have already faced 
this problem. “At our club,” reported one woman, 
“any one can apply to the secretary for an ‘auditor’ 
of either sex to arrange sessions at home. By its 
very nature, dianetics, and its probe into the sexual 
background could lead to abuse. The very intimacy 
of the téte-d-téte could lead to a scandal, and Hub- 
bard would be ruined. We will have to check the 
backgrounds of everyone who joins the club.” 


Shows Demand for Better Mental Care 


HO CAN YET say whether dianetics and all its 
claims (“You will not be a god, but you will be 
a superman”) will prove to be a contribution to the 
field of mental health, or merely another fad like 
phrenology and the eating of live goldfish? 

Hubbard is insistent, and the medical profession 
has yet to pass judgment. In the circumstances, 
perhaps one conclusion is justified: that dianetics, 
in providing a “poor man’s psychiatry,” has demon- 
strated the craving of many Americans for im- 
proved mental care. : 

Hubbard may yet drive home the desperate need 
for inexpensive and competent agencies for mental 
health. If this happens, the engram will have served 
a useful, not to say noble, purpose.

someday come the answer to a question 
that has perplexed many a dog lover: 
“Is the ‘mutt’ as good a dog as his pedi- 
greed cousin?” 

Jackson’s busy researchers aren’t ready 
to say—yet. But their experiments con- 
firm something science has believed for 
a long time: crossbred puppies usually 
turn out to be more vigorous than their 
blue-blooded parents! 

“The greater the difference in parent 
types, the greater this hybrid vigor,” says 
research assistant Edna Dubuis. 

Breeding hybrid dogs is only one phase 
of the laboratory’s work. Working closely 
with the American Kennel Club, it has 
accumulated data on more than 3,000 
litters of pure breeds, too. And naturally, 
the scientists get many inquiries. Here 
are a few samples: 

e@ Q. | bred my fawn boxer to another fawn 
boxer. The lifter included two white puppies. Why ? 

A. Many dogs carry the hereditary fac-

tor for white, though they don’t show the 
color. It can be carried for generations.

e Q. Is inbreeding harmful? 

A. Not if breeding stock is properly se- 
lected. Inbreeding tends to bring out 
hidden, recessive characteristics which 
are present in parent stock.

A. No one dog appears to be more suit- 

able than any other. Most poodles and 
cocker spaniels adapt easily to limited 
quarters which may account in part for 
their popularity. However, dogs are indi- 
viduals, and, like people, not all can be 
forced into the same mold. 
@ Q. | heave a two-year-old terrier which | keep 
in an enclosed pen. He has always been weill-be- 
heved, but when he sees people or other dogs he 
gets excited end spins crovad in a circle.
